Route No. I: On Maple Avemii

'"'thereof to Sepulveda BtoUle 

vard, thence easterly on Sep 
ulveda Boulevard to the boun 
dary of the City of Torrapco. 

Route No. 2: On Hawthorne Ave­

for the proper maintenance and 
operation of the pipe line under 
said franchise, and said appur­ 
tenances shall be kept flush with 
the surface of the highway and 
so located as to conform to any 
order of the City Council In re­ 
gard thereto and not to Iptgrffire 
with the use of the hl^nway for 
travel. The grantee shall have

highways, for the construction 
and repair «( said pipe line and 
appurtenances.

5. Bo far aa Is practicable, said 
pipe line shall be located along 
the edge or shpulder pf tho high­ 
way or In the parking so as not 
unreasonably to disturb tho 
flow of traffic and where poe- 
Bible shall be laid In the unpuved 
portion of the highway. If tho 
pipe line shall be laid across or 
along the paved portion of the 
highway, the repair of the high­ 
way, after the pipe lino has been 
laid, may be made by the City 
at the expense, of the grantee, 
and upon the presentation of a 
bill therefor, the grantee shall 
pav the tamt iit once.

8. The pipe line and appurte 
ances constructed or maintai 
under the provision! of a 
franchise shall, be constructs 
and maintained In a good, wor 
manlike manner and In conforn 
ity with all the ordinances, rui< 
or regulations now or hercaft 
adopted or prescribed by th 
City Council of said City. A 
pine- laid under' said franchis 
shall be of first-class matcrla 
and no pipe laid under sa 
franchise shall   exceed tweh 
inches (12") in internal dlamete

7. The work of constructlni 
maintaining or repairing a 
pipes, pipe line, and appurten 
ances shall be conducted wit 
.he least possible hindrance 
the use of the highways for pur 
poses 'of travel, and as soon a 
such work is completed, all por 
Ions of the highway which hav 

been excavated or otherwis
